On the eve of the convention itself 
the colonel dashed into the fight with 
a joy of battle in his eyes and with 
the big audience shouting approval l i ­ 
mos! every time he stopped for breath. 
He showed every confidence that he 
w ill 
be the Republican nominee and 
his confidence was echoed by the roar* 
of the 5,000. 
He said em phatically that the dele­ 
gates whose seats are contested must 
not vote In the organization of the 
convention on the settlement of their 
own contests.

Aged H arrison Freeland Changes M .nd 


A fter Long Life. 


JI has taken Harrison Freeland of 
the little village of Greenwood, N 
Y., 
eighty-Iwo years lo make up bis mind 
that there is really some comfort anil 
enjoyment lo be found in a barber’s 
chair. 
All the years of Ids long life until 
just now Mr. Freeland lias cut bis own 
hair and shaved himself, being firmly 
convinced that it was neither pleasant 
nor economical to have a barber fuss­ 
ing about one’s bead or face.

The 
ltotnan art commission bas approved 
tile details of the structure, and it is 
believed th a t in tw o y ears and p rob a­ 
bly sooner the building xviii be re.aly 
for occupancy. 
At present the academ y occupies the 
Villa Aurelia, which was bequeathed

Clara J. I ley land as a me­ 
morial to her parents an d to encour­ 
age th e study and practice of fine a n s. 
T he villa occupies a com m anding po­ 
sition on tile sum m it of tile Juuiculum 
hill, the highest point in th e city. The 
grounds cover three acres fronting on 
the Via Garibaldi, and surrounding the 
property is one of the parks of Borne, 
which prevents encroachm ents.

H istorically the D em ocratic national 
convention Is older than tile Republic­ 
an, ju st as the party itself is of earlier 
©rigin.

Baltim ore m eeting 
will 
be the tw enty-first national nom inatin g 
convention of the Dem ocratic party. 
T h e Chicago convention is the fifteenth 
th a t has gathered under the nam e of 
Republican. 
The first national D em o ­ 
cratic gathering 
w a s in 1832.

Jackson, the unanim ous choice ut ins

w a s taken by (lie Jackson men in the 
N e w H am pshire legislature, w h o adopt- 
son for re-election and recom m ended 
th e calling o f a national convention for 
th e purpose o f n am in g a candidate for 
v ice president only. 
T h e “suggestion " j 
th u s put forth w a s taken up by tile 
Jackson press, and the delegates w ere 
elected 
T h e num ber o f delegates w a s su p ­ 
posed to be equal to the electoral vote 
o f each state, although this rule w as 
not strictly adhered to 
Every state 
but Missouri w a s represented in the I 
convention, which approved J a c k so n ’s ; 
and named Van Buren for vice ptvsi 
I 
dent. 
A 
resolution adopted 
at 
this j 
gath erin g provided the requirement of 
a two-thirds m ajority for nomination, 
th e beginning o f the historic lint un i 
dem ocratic tw o-thirds rule, which has | 
prevailed in every Dem ocratic convell- > 
tion dow n to the present. 
Jackson s 
adm inistration w a s indorsed by resolu­ 
tion, but no platform w as a dup od, al I 
thou gh a special com m ittee w a s em j 
pow ered to d raw up an ••address to tin* 
p eople.”
